As a 
result they havo a reoublic iu France, uni- 
vemal uuuiIiikhI KuiTrage in Germany, and 
by aiiil-t>y thoy will Iiavo Uoiiiu rule iu Ire- 
laml, anil great advancemeut for tho masses 
in every civilized country of tho globe. Let 
us continue to bold up the standard. We 
have truly a great cou'.itry. Tdis wise pol- 
ioy has niaiie it such. We havo (Xi.OOO.OOO 
of people now, and shall havo hun(lre<l8 of 
millions who are coming with the xwift 
fleeting years of tima. Let us do our duty 
with tint Kiiino |>atriotlsm, seal aud fidelity 
that havti Ixjon displays<l in the past, aud 
there will Liu for the coming generations, 
not only a union of states with one flag and 
one constitution, but a union of hearts, filled 
with gratitude for the work we have ac- 
oomplishod and a determined purpose that 
it shall abide through the centuries, to be- 
stow Its unspeakable bleesinga on all thoae 
wfta auy come attar ua."
